RUSSIAN NEWSPAPER MEN. 


A Thankless, Dangerous and Poverty Strick- 


en Profession. 


From the New Tork Son. 
Among all the millions of Russians 


now leading a constrained existence, the 
journalists and other writers are not the 
least wretched. 
However limited the 


rights of other classes, and however oner- 
pus their duties, both rights and duties 
are definite, and leaves them some mar- 
gin for free action. Even this poor taste 
bf liberty is denied to the Russian who 
'writes lor the press. He has no rights 
•;hat are likely to be respected; he has no 
clearly defined and limited duties to- 
wards the authorities observing which he 
is out of danger. He does not know 
from moment to moment when the police 
may lay hands on him. Even silence is 
dangerous in his c ase, Whether he writes 
©r ceases writing, he is liable at any time 
^o find himself in the darkness of the 
military prison or the deeper darkness of 
the Siberian mint s. 


I The history of Russian journalism is 
rail ef the misfortanes and sufferings of 
the ablest writers, most profound think- 
ers, and the most patriotic publicists that 
Russia has known. Indeed, not a single 
prominent writer i >f Russia has had 
a 


tranquil life, or has died of old age. The 
lot of genius in Russia as poverty, prose- 
cution, the prison, exile and premature 
death. 


Born in the brilliant courts of! the 


famous empress, Catherine II., Russian 
ournalism was, from the very beginning, 
a humble servant. Its representatives, 


I especially Sumarokoff and Trediakoysky, 
' Were mere court hirelings, who confined 
themselves to gloriiy everything that was 
dpne by the Northern Semiramis. But it 
Wfas not long before, among the servile 
sCnbes, able and bold men made their 
appearance, the first martyrs of the Rus- 
sian press. While Catherine, elated by 
the world's admiration, was playing at 
constitutionalism, RadizcherT published 
his famous book, "A voyage from St. Pet- 
erjsburg to Moscow." In which he gave 
a most faithful picture of the miserable 
situation of the serfs. The empress, who 
had listened respectiully to the sound ad- 
vijpe of Voltaire and Diderot, was not so 
tolerant of advice offered by one of her 
subjects. 
Radizcheff was sent to Siberia 


for life: 


From that time to the present day the 


role or the Russian press has remained 
unchanged. The Russian writer must be 
either a serf or a martyr. Rileef was 
hs.nged; 
Tchernishevsky, 
Michafloff, 


Zchapoff, Prijoff, Dostoevsky, and others 
were sentenced to hard labor in the Sibe- 
rian mines; Herzen, Ogareff, Bakoonm, 
Laurofl, Tkatcheff and many others fled 
to foreign lands; Pisarefi passed the 
greater part of his life in prispn: Bel- 
liisky, Dobroluboff, Hohol and Pomia- 
loysky were starved; Poshkin, Griboie- 
doEf and Lennontoff were exiled to the 
Caucasus; Flerovsky, Zechedrin, Shul- 
guin and a legion of others are kept un- 
der surveillance by the police in towns 
remote from the capita1; Nekrasoff, "the 
post of grief," who sang the Decembrists, 
hau been forced to appear at the officia- 
receptions and to speak against the Ni 
itslhili. 


3uch is the fate of the Russian writers 


wl.o dare to be honest. The lot of the 
seivile writers is not more enviable, at 
least so far as the financial side is con- 
ceined. -'Ninety Iper cent of our Russian 
literary men" says the Globe ''are poor 
an 1 daily struggle for their daily bread. 
Add to this the various accidents that 
'bej'all literary work, wretched pay (by 
th( }ine), and the restrictive and repres- 
sive regulations under which they do 
the r work, and you have a true picture 
of the situation of the Russian journalist. 
Under such circumstances the writers 
car not help themselves, and this is plain- 
ly proved by the experience of the Socie- 
ty ::or the Aid of Needy Literary Scien- 
tific Men. The literary fund is unable 
to (satisfy the most urgent demands: al- 
though eked out by public charity, it is 
far from sufficient. 
Who of us journal- 


ists," adds the Golos; "doesn't know how 
many writers are living on the verge of 
staivation, how many sufiera premature 
death, and what misery their families 
unc ergo?" 


Take some suggestive fl<rures from its 


accounts of the society just mentioned 
for the months of May and June. The 
fun 1 was 76,000 roubles.

THE BANK OF SPAIN. 


A Curious Kind of Bank—How Its Nete* are 


Redeemed. 


Correspondence London Times, Aug. 16. 
There are only two institutions that 


may be said to be highly flourishing 
south of the Pyrenees, and these are the 
bull-fight and the B,ank of Spain. 
The 


latter enjoys! the patronage of djie govern- 
ment, which appoints its governor, leav-, 
ingjthe election of 
I the directors to the! 


body ot the shareholders. 
While the 


Spanish 3 per cents, are at 15J, and pay 
for the present only 1 per cent, intertst, 
the shares of the Bank" of Spain, origi- 
nally issued at 100, are now quoted at 
290, and yield an interest of 25 per cent 
The central establishment of the bank is, 
of course'at Madrid, but it has branches 
or succursales in all, the provincial cities, 
and to a great extent monopolizes the 
banking business of; the peninsula. 
It 


issues notes of different value, from 50 
to 1,000 pesetas or francs and upwards to 
an amount four times representing the 
bullion which isj supposed^ to con- 
stitute its 
meftalic reserve! 
These 


notes have a forced currency i they are 
paid in cash to all government officials 
and pensioners, .the bank discharging 
all the money taansactions of the state, 
both as paymaster and collector. All 
these duties, however, lie lightly on the 
bank, which in all its operations consults 
its own interest and convenience, with 
utter disregard to the claims of the pub- 
lic. Spanish bank-notes, in [the hand 
either of a Spanish subject or < f a foreign 
traveler, are to all practical I purposes 
little better than as many dry leaves

notes are accepted eagerly by all private 
bankers, and even by lirst-c'ates hotel- 
keepers. It is only Spanish bAnk-notes 
that inspire no confidence, and are look- 
ed upon as wholly unmarketable. In 
provincial towns, as at Segovia, or even 
at the royal seat at La Gram a, a traveler, 
can only'pay his way in gold and silver; 
and, if he is away from home for any 
length of time, he must carry -with him 
" huge weight of metal, which would 
expose him to considerable danger oi 
highway robbery had not the Civil 
guards, or gendarmes, a sufficient corps, 
to a great extent rid the count :y ot the 
brigandage which was once its greatest

The Bank of Spain employs 87 per 


cent, of its capital in its transactions 
with the government. Only the remain- 
ing 13 per cent, is supposed to be at the 
disposal of its other customers—that is, 
of the public, at whose expense the bank 
itself lives and thrives. But,' iu sober 
fact, while the government obtaiis loans 
from the bank to any amount ^t 6 per 
cent, interest, private persons i pply in 
vain for an advunce of cash on an; T terms, 
and evjgn on the best security, unless 
they possess strong influence wi :h some 
of the directors, or with influenti 
connected with the government.

The comparison seems to show 
that prison convicts are better fed than im- 
migrants who eome by steerage on some of 
the lines^ The Sentinel estimates that the cost 
of feeding steerage passengers, according to 
some of i^he ^ills which have been obtained, is 
not mor|3thanl6cts. per day per passenger, 
or an average of $1.18 for the passage.' The 
attentionjof the: secretary of the treasury has 
been call id tv> violations of United States laws 
by differ ;nt ships bringing immigrants to 
this coun(,ry, and it is .probable the secretary 
of the treasury will ask additional legislation 
for their ^rotection, as the present navigation 
laws arc nadequate.

"Plan."

I rHB FINANCIAL YEAB. 


The financial year of tbecjmpany has been

The business of the road, in bcHh local and

The acreage of wheat along the line this year

That the Norli icrn Pacific region is attracting 
a large immj jration appears from the state- 
ment, nnder lie head of "Land Department," 
of the quantify of government lands taken up 
there by actual settlers.

tion of supplies for the army posts and Indian 
agencies in that region, and the traffic via the

The gross earnings for 
those ten months are $1,167,261.82. The gross 
earnings for il.e same months last year were 
$974,233.29; at increase of $220,023.53. The 
operating expanses were $711,463.81, leaving 
net, over operating expenses, 
§455,788.01. 


From this is tt be deducted taxes, insurance, 
interest, genejnl ojhce expenses, salaries, legal 
expenses, renfc i, stationery, • printing and in- 
cidentale, $107,492.81; leaving net over all for 
ten months, 8348,305.20. 


The operating expenses have been very large, 


by reason of jthe great ontlay necessary on re- 
placement and|repair of track, bridges, treaties,

'Ihe next, following the Yellowstone, is 


called the Rocky Mountain division, about 200 
miles; then Clark's Foid division, about 280 
miles; and the next is Pend d'Oreille division, 
about 210 miles. The last extends from Lake 
Pend d'Oreille to the navigable watera of the 
Columbia. 
The construction of the Pend 


d'Oreille division is about to be commenced.

parties of engineers were placed in the field 
early in the season, nnder the personal super- 
vision of the company's consulting engineer.

"The burning having been anticipated, 


was any preparation made for it?" [ 


"Yes. All of the important records ot 


the departments bad been boxed up and 
removed to hiding-places in Virginia. 
They were hid so well that the British 
never iound them. I lived then where 
my office is now,'on Fifth street, near Fif- 
teenth (about one hundred yards from 
the treasury department), and remember 
very well the appearance of President 
Madison's messenger as he passed alon" 
New York avenue bearing, a message from 
the piesident, who was arc Bladensburg, 
to Mrs. Madison,, telling her to 'leave the 
city as soon as possible: the British 
had arrived.' It was understood in ad- 
vance where she should go if she receiv- 
ed such a message. She immediately left 
for a place in Virginia, -where she re- 
mained] as did the president and several 
membeisof his cabinet, until the British 
left for Baltimore eight or ten days after. 
Yon ha^e read, no doubt, of the death of 
Gen. RoJK&jiear Old Point, at Baltimore, 
on September 12, following. As he was 
riding along two boys fired at and killed 
him from a large tree in the woods. The 
boyswei[e riddled by bullets, a whole reg- 
iment returning their fire. Mrs. Madison 
left the White House in charge of a mes- 
enger named John Souissa, who died 
less than tenj years ago. It was Mr. 
Souissa, who was a Frenchman, who cut 
Gilbert Stuart's portiait of Washington 
out of its frame and hid it somewhere in 
the woods, so that the British could not 
destroy it. I know this from Mr. Souissa 
and several others who were at the 
White House at the time." 


"This matter was the subject of an in- 


quiry recently, was it not?" 


"Yes. Mr. Hayes sent for me a couple 


of months ago. I went to the White 
House to see him. He asked me to tell 
him the entire story of the saving of the 
Stuart portrait 3f Washington, which is 
still there and the best portrait in exis- 
tence. I did so. Mr. Hayes said he had 
been told that the portrait had been cut 
out of its frame by a colored man, but I 
satisfied him it was saved by Mr. Souissa. 
The Oldest Inhabitants' association re- 
cently investigated the matter thorough- 
ly and found beyond doubt that it was 
Souissa who saved the picture. Edward 
McManus, who was doorkeeper at the 
White House for nearly 30 years, told me 
several days ago that when the,picture 
was retrained, just before Buchanan left 
the White House, he eaw the jagged edges 
made by the knite, just as Mr. Souissa 
had described them to him. I satisfied 
Mr. Hayes on this subject. There was a 
colored man employed at the White 
House by the name of Jerry Smith. 
Just belore Mrs. Madison left the man- 
sior, after piling all of her clothing and 
such little things as she could 
take 


intxj) her trunks she 
then impressed 


upon Jerrv the importance of saving 
a fiie poll-parrot she had. While Souissa 
was i cutting the portrait out of itsirame, 
Jer ry took the poll-parrot down the street, 
looking for some one who would promise 
him they would take care of it to oblige 
Mrs. Madison. He finally put it in Mc- 
Graw's restaurant, corner of Fifteenth 
and F streets, where it was kept until 
Mrs. Madison returned. Mr. W. W. Cor- 
oran told me some time ago that Souissa 
rolled up the picture, and hid it in the 
Union hotel in Georgetown. He did not 
say this of his own knowledge, however,, 
and I am sure he is mistaken. It was 
hid somewhere else, but I don't exactly 
lemember where. Mr. Souissa told me 
often, but at this moment I forget the 
place."

"How were the red-coats treated while 


here?' 


"At that time," said Mr. Callan, "the 


population of Washington did not ex- 
ceed four or five thousand. 
Every- 


jody was of course frightend. 
The 


soldiers committed no depredations 
:xcept going into grog-shops and or- 
dering what 
they wanted to drink, 


which they forgot to pay for. But that 
was expected. On the day following the 
jntrance of the British Father Mathew 
'who was then pastor ot St. Patrick's 
ihurch) heaid the confessions of a num- 
ber of the British soldiers. He did not 
appear to be the least bit afraid of the.n, 
and continued his regular services the 
same as if everything was as quiet as 
usual. Father Mathew was th-5 first na- 
tive American who was ordained a priest 
n this country. He was ordained in 
3altimore by Archbishop Carroll. Many 
of the British soldiers attended the ser- 
vices at his church, marching up from 
their camp, about the spot where the Bo- 
tanical garden now is, in squads." 


"When was the war department build- 


ng burned?" 


On the merning of the 25th Gen. Ross 


ed a detachment of his soldiers up to the 
war 
department. They passed right 


along Penn^^rania avenue with a lot of 
)ther youngsters. I followed the other 
oldiers up and saw them burn the build- 
ng. As Gen. Ross was returning he 
topped in front of*the Bank of the Me-- 
ropolis1 (now known as the National Met 
opalitan bank, on Fifth street, opposite 
he treasury). The bank was in charge 
rf a watchman, all of its other attaches 
laving run away the day before, as did 
a great many others. A short time'before 
lie bank had loaned $500,000 to the 
government, to be sent to Gen. Jackson 
it New Orleans. They issued a bank 
note, on which was printed 'depository 
of the Wnited States.' These notes were 
mid out to the soldiers of Jackson's army; 
md one of them had got into Gen .Ross' 
lands. He gave notice that he would 
rarn the bank, ordering the watchman 
;o leave the building, and if there was 
any one else inside to tell them to leave 
instantly. 
The watchman answered 


here was no one inside. Just at this 
inie Capt. James Hoban, an architect 
came along and explained to Gen. Ross 
that the bank was not a 'depository of 


the government' in any sense, and that 
it had u sed those words on its note be- 
cause oi its having issued them; 'and be- 
sid^Sj'&iidMr. Hoban. if you burn this 
bafllk bt ilding, general, you will destroy 
the property of an old Irish widow which 
'adjoins it.' 


'F She's i ad—d poor widow if she owns 


all | of that property," said Ross, as he 
rode off without carrying into effect his 
original intention. The bank building 
was thus saved. There was no attempt 
to ^ave any of the furniture or other 
thiigsiij the public buildings burned. 
Mr, Armstrong, who was secretary of war, 
hacl told every one a week before \ the 
British came exactly what they would 
do, and no one was surprised; indeed 
they expected that they would burn more 
tha^i the* did." 
! 


"Was anyone shot bv the British in 
this city?" 


"Yes, one man; and only one, if I re- 


meinbei correctly, and he was a crazv man. 
He had gone insane in consequence jot 
fright at their coming, and on the day 
they arrived he had rigged himself out 
in a full suit of officer's clothing, a gen- 
eralj's uniform, I believe, with all the re- 
galia, straps, epaulets and other traps. He 
maschec to their camp the next morn- 
ing in Full uniform, and, taking a good 
position he cursed them clear out of 
sight, a;id ot! how he did swear at 
then. They pood it some time, but, the 
fellow g ;tting worse and worse, some of 
them sh t him. Ross said he was very 
sorrv aUout it when he learned that the 
man was insane. They should Dave ar- 
rest d but certainly did not have any 
right to shoot him. I saw his body as it 
was being taken away with his spurs on. 
No red-boat ever went to Georgetown, 
thotjgh they plundered Alexandria un- 
mercifully after they sailed from this city
